Majority of 
Delegates favor 
Ex-Governor 


Buller Says Democrats Will Net 
Run National Convonlion Overtime

SPRINGFIELD, 111. O ) — A dlai 
E. Stevenson will go into the D em ­ 
ocratic National Convention w ith 
the vast majority of his home s ta te 
Illinois delegation behind him. 
But the 64-vote delegation w on’t 
be officially pledged to the fo rm er 
Illinois governor. And there m ay 
be a minor downstate revolt 
in 
favor of Missouri’s Sen. S tu a rt 
Symington. 
This was established Monday a t 
an Illinois Democratic convention 
which cheered Stevenson’s n am e 
but by-passed giving him its o f ­ 
ficial endorsement. 
The Democrats, dominated 
b y 
the powerful, pro-Stevenson Cook 
C o u n t y (Chicago) organization, 
chose 28 delegates at large 
to 
round out the state’s delegation to 
the August convention. 
One of the newly chosen, h a lf­ 
vote delegates at large is S teven­ 
son himself, giving him a free tick 
et to the convention. 
Stevenson 
backers claimed all but one of th e 
others, assuring him of at le a s t 
13% more convention votes 
Fifty full-vote delegates w e re 
chosen in the Illinois April IO p r i­ 
mary, 
where 
Stevenson show ed 
good strength over Sen. Estes He- 
iauver’s write-in bid. 
Most of those delegates are a ls o 
considered pro-Stevenson. But th e y 
are not bound by any unit voting 
rule and ex-Gov. John Stelle, 
a 
prime mpver in the downstate r e ­ 
bellion against Stevenson, p red ict­ 
ed 20 Illinois delegates will go to 
Chicago supporting some other c a n ­ 
didate. 
“Personally, I’m for Symington," 
Stelle said. 
Daley Issues Warning 
Last month, Stelle and ex-Sen. 
Scott W. Lucas met with 12 o th e r 
downstate delegates and reported 
“strong sentiment” among th e m ­ 
selves for the Missouri dark ho rse. 
Kefauver supporters claim at le a s t 
two other delegates. 
Top Chicago Democrats, however, 
shrugged off Stelle’s threats. 
Chicago Mayor Richard J, D aley 
said the State Central Committee 
decided early Monday not to p u sh 
through a formal endorsement u n ­ 
less the downstate^ introduced a n 
anti - Stevenson resolution. 
T h ey 
didn’t. 
Stelle said the lack of an e n ­ 
dorsement was a “sign of w eak ­ 
ness” for Stevenson. But N atio n ­ 
al Committeeman Jacob M. A rvey 
said he doubted Stelle would h av e 
“the desire or the power” to g a th ­ 
er 20 anti-Stevenson delegates b y 
convention time. 
Daley, boss of the Cook C ounty 
organization, issued a plain w a rn ­ 
ing to anybody thinking of re b e l­ 
lion. 
He said he “hopes to carry th e 
flag of Illinois into the convention 
for our native son, Adlai E. S te ­ 
venson. 
Let those who would d i­ 
vide our party for personal g a in 
be warned.” 
State Rep. Paul Powell (D-V ien ­ 
na) was the lone delegate-at-large 
who was counted opposed to S te ­ 
venson. “I don’t think anyone co u ld 
say I’m for Stevenson,” Powell sa id 
frankly. 
The convention also nom inated 
28 alternate delegates at-large a n d 
27 presidential electors. 
Nominated as candidates for U n ­ 
iversity of Illinois trustees w e re 
Richard J. Nelson, Evanston, f o r ­ 
m er aide to Stevenson; Joseph B . 
Campbell, Nashville publisher; a n d 
W. Don Forsyth, Springfield in su r­ 
ance man. 


CHICAGO Oft—D em ocratic Chair­ 
m an Paul M. Butler say s the Dem­ 
ocrats will »iot try to throw a mon­ 
key wrencn into th e Republican 
convention this su m m er by run­ 
ning their own convention over­ 
tim e. 
But Butler added a t a news con­ 
ference Monday th a t the Demo­ 
crats will feel no obligation to cut 
short their convention in Chicago 
ju st to make things e a sie r for the 
GGP in San Francisco. 
Butler commented on published 
reports that the D em ocrats are 
plotting to “em b arrass” Republi­ 
cans with a lengthy convention of 
their own. 
The Democratic convention starts 
here Aug. 13, while th e Republic 
t ans are scheduled to m eet Aug. 
20. 
A Democratic delay could tie 
up press and other m edia covering 
the GGP. 
Butler also 
revealed that the 


party’s platform committee will 
meet a week before the convention 
opening to ham m er out a plank on 
the touchy issue of civil rights. 
He said he does not expect a 
convention fight over the plank, 
adding “ I think we will have sub­ 
stantial agreem ent on it in ad­ 
vance of the convention.” 
Butler called the news confer­ 
ence tc announce the appointment 
of J. Leonard Reinsch, Atlanta, 
Ga., as the new director of a r­ 
rangements for the Democratic 
convention. 
Reinsch is executive director of 
WSB and WSB-TV in Atlanta and 
of WHIO and WHIO-TV in Dayton, 
Ohio. He has been a TV-radio con­ 
sultant to the party’s National com­ 
mittee. 
The A tlantan succeeds W. Neale 
Roache, who resigned recently aft­ 
er a disagreem ent 
with Butler 
over personal policies.

The loser of today’s contest like­ 
ly will fade out as a m ajor con­ 
tender for the presidential nomi­ 
nation before the D em ocratic na­ 
tional convention opens Aug. 13 at 
Chicago.

While attention centered on the 
California prim ary, primaries also 
were being held today in South 
Dakota, M ontana and New York. 
These are the last of the 1956 pres­ 
idential prim aries. 
The New York vote provided no 
direct choice between presidential 
candidates. Delegates were being 
chosen with 86 national convention 
rotes. But Gov. Averell Harriman 
was certain to get most or all of 
these and some of the 12 at-large 
delegates to be named later. 
Kefauver was unopposed in the 
other two prim aries. South Dakota 
will have tig h t convention votes 
and M ontana 16.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. HPI—A cir­ 
cuit jury late Monday night sen­ 
tenced Mrs. Rhonda Bell Martin 
to death in the electric chair for 
the murder of her fourth husband, 
one of seven relatives she admit­ 
tedly poisoned to collect their in­ 
surance. 
The jury deliberated only three 
hours before finding the 49-year 
| old waitress guilty of the rat-poi- 
; son murder of Claude C. Martin 
in 1951. 
I 
The red-haired Mrs. Martin ad- 
; mitted in a signed confession that 


J she gave fatal doses of arsenic 
to Claude Martin, another hus­ 
band, 
three daughters and her 
; mother. 
She 
also admitted at- 
I tempting to poison her present hus­ 
band, Ronald Martin, the son of 
1 her fourth husband. 
Under Alabama law all death 
sentences 
are automatically ap­ 
pealed. 
However, if the appeal 
fails, Mrs. Martin will become the 
second woman to die in Alabama’s 
electric chair. 


WASHINGTON <U.P> — The per 
sonal income of Americans hit an 
all-time high in April, the Com­ 
merce Department reported today. 
Personal income, in the parlance 
of government economists, is the 
total received by individuals in the 
form of wages, salaries, dividends, 
interest, income from farms and 
the profits of private (proprietor­ 
ship) businesses. 
It does not in 
elude corporate income. 
In April, personal income was 
running at an annual rate of $317, 
100,000,000. 
That is, if the April 
,rate was continued for a full year, 
lit would amount to $317,100,000,- 
000. 
This represented an increase of 
two billion dollars over the annua! 
rate reported for March. 
A jump of approximately the 
same size occurred between Feb­ 
ruary and March, 
Higher hourly wages in manu­ 
facturing industries, and increased 
employment, were major factors in 
the rise, the department said.

CED Suggests Tax 


Cut Jan. I, if 
Budget Surplus 


WASHINGTTON HF — The Com­ 
mittee for Economic Development 
today recommended a federal tax 
cut of more than 2 billion dollars 
next 
Jan. I 
provided 
there is 
promise of enough surplus in the 
new fiscal year’s budget. 
The committee, a private busi­ 
ness research organization, also 
said tax reduction would be ‘most 
helpful” if business goes into 
a 
slump. 
But 
it recommended 
no 
cuts and possibly an increase in 
case of an inflationary trend. 
The committee suggested next 
Jan. I as the effective date for a 
cut made on the basis of a good 
budget outlook, but it didn’t sug­ 
gest a date for a cut on the basis 
of a business slump. 
There was no forecast for either 
the budget or the economy in the 
CED’s 
recommendations, 
which 
appeared in a 22-page policy state­ 
ment A recent congressional com­ 
mittee forecast on the budget for 
fiscal 
1957, 
which 
starts 
next 
month, 
indicates there will 
be 
enough surplus for tax cutting by 
CED standards. 
If cuts are made, the committee 
said first priority should be given 
to trimming all individual income 
tax rates, with “strong em phasis” 
on those above 60 per cent. Next, 
the 
corporate income 
tax rate 
should 
be cut 
to 50 per cent, 
from its current 
level of SB per 
cent. 
And finally, if the surplus 
allows, 
cuts in excise 
taxes on 
autos, liquor and tobacco should 
be permitted to take effect 
es 
scheduled next April—with autos 
first.

Police and FBI agents seised an 
estimated $100,000 Monday in a 
raid on a South End office. 
The 
money — in mouldy, rotten Mils — 
was taken from the cooler after 
authorities broke down a fake wall 
panel in the basement office of a 
building. 
Two men were arrested near the 
office and held for arraignm ent to­ 
day on charges of accessory after 
the fact of robbery and receiving 
stolen goods. 
The men, Edward (W impy) Ben­ 
nett, 36, Weymouth, and John F. 
Buccelii, 41, Brookline, denied (har­ 
ing night-long questioning that they 
knew anything about the cash. 


“Definitely” Brink’s Leat 


The bills were identified as “def­ 
initely” part of the loot taken in 
the Jan. 12, 1950, holdup at the 
Brink’s counting house garage in 
Boston s North End. 
Ten of the 
alleged Halloween-masked bandits 
are now under arrest in Massachu­ 
setts awaiting tria l 
The raid was staged on informa­ 
tion gained in the arrest Sunday 
night of roly-poly ex-convict Jor­ 
dan Perry, 31, of Boston in Balti­ 
more. Perry, a partner in the con­ 
tracting firm which leased the 
raided office, was seized after toy­ 
ing to pass a limp-looking $10 tell 
at a Baltimore shooting gallery. 
The FBI in Baltimore said Mon­ 
day night that the Justice Depart­ 
ment in Washington would decide 
later when Perry will be returned 
to Boston.

MOSCOW (IP) — Russia’s lead­ 
ers called Vyacheslav M. Molotov 
in on secret talks with President 
Tito of Yugoslavia today despite 
the “old Bolshevik’s” retirement 
as foreign minister. 
Both Molotov and his successor, 
former Pravda editor Dmitri T. 
Shepilov, were on the Soviet dele­ 
gation that began formal 
talks 
with Tito and the Yugoslav dele­ 
gation in the great Kremlin Pal­ 
ace. 
There had been speculation that 
the 
announcement 
of Molotov’s 
resignation from the Foreign Min­ 
istry was timed to coincide with 
Tito’s vist to the Soviet Union. It 
was Molotov who signed Stalin’s 
1948 declaration 
expelling 
Tito 
from the now-demised Cominform. 
But Molotov, who remained as 
first deputy premier and member 
of the party Presidium, held 
a 
prominent position at the green- 
covered conference table. 
Tile Soviet delegation was led 
by Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul­ 
ganin and Communist Party chief 
Nikita S. Khrushchev. 
The exact agenda of the discus­ 
sions was not disclosed but it was 
pfesumed the subject would 
be 
Communist Party affairs. Observ­ 
ers also expected the Soviet lead­ 
ers to give Tito a detailed picture 
of Stalin’s record In recent years.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. OB — A 
three-judge federal tribunal ruled 
today that segregation of city buses 
in Montgomery is unconstitutional. 
The bus line has been boycotted 
for six months by Negroes de­ 
manding 
an end 
to segregated 
seating. 
The Tallahassee, Fla., bus line 
also is being boycotted by Negroes 
who are asking similar removal 
of race barriers and full first come, 
first served seating privileges. 
The Montgomery judges set the 
effective date of their order two 
weeks hence to giev all parties 
time to submit suggestions for a 
formal judgment and to give the 
state and city time to appeal, if 
they desire. 
Final settlement of the case ap­ 
parently win ne up to the U. S. 
Supreme Court to which most such 
ea>es generally are appealed. 
The ruling said “we hold that 
the statutes and ordinances requir­ 
ing segregation of the white and 
colored races on the motor buses 
of a common carrier of passengers 
in the city of Montgomery and its 
police jurisdiction violate the due 
process and equal protection of the 
law clauses of the 14th Amendment 


Safety Chief Says 
Guard W ill Not 
Be Used for Patrol 


ROCK ISLAND. IU. W - State 
Traffic Safety 
Chief Robert A. 
Campbell said today Gov. William 
G. Stratton wUl not call out the 
National Guard to patrol highways 
on the Fourth of July. 
Campbell said the decision was 
reached after Stratton studied rec­ 
ords qf ,traffic,accidents on Me­ 
morial Day when Illinois led the 
nation with 16 highway deaths. 
He said the governor decided to 
depend on “the full use of all 
state police working around the 
clock on July Fourth” and help 
from auxiliary state police. 
CampbeU said Stratton took into 
account the fact that Memorial 
Day fatalities included 4 pedes­ 
trians and that 75 per cent of the 
collision accidents were due to 
speeding. 
Campbell told United Press last 
week he would recommend use of 
the National Guard to Stratton.

LUXEMBOURG OF — French

agreement on a plan to restore 
the Saar to Germany by, Jan. I, of the Constitution of the U. S. 
ending decades of bickering over 
the coal-and-steel rich territory. 
A joint communique, delayed by 
an llth-hour wrangle over techni­ 
cal details, announced complete 
agreement by both sides on all 
major issues involved in tile dis­ 
pute over the Saar Basin. The last- 
minute hitch on details held up 
the communique till 3 a. m.—a de­ 
lay of five hours. 
In an historic nine-hour meeting 
in the “neutral” city of Luxem­ 
bourg, 
Mollet 
and 
Adenauer 
agreed to: 
1. Return.the Saar politically to 
Germany by Jan. I, 1957. 
2. Merge the territory’s econo­ 
my with that of Germany 
after 
a three-year interim period. The 
Saar now is tied economically with 
France. 
Compromises settled French and 
German differences over the build­ 
ing of the Moselle River canal and 
the Rhine lateral canal. Germany 
withdrew its objections to the Mo­ 
selle River canal and pledged to 
provide $71.6 million for its con­ 
struction. France agreed to end 
work on the Rhine lateral canal 
which Germans complained has 
lowered the water level in the up­ 
per Rhine.

Residents of three western states 
won temporary victories over flood 
waters 
and 
melting 
mountain 
snows today. 
The little mountain spring of 
Cedar Creek fell back into its 
banks after menacing Denver sub­ 
urbs and causing several hours of 
near panic. 
The bloated Columbia river crest­ 
ed, at least for the time being, in 
the Pacific Northwest. Protecting 
dikes were dangerously soft in Ore­ 
gon and Washington and officials 
warned that more rains or warm 
weather could start the Columbia 
pounding at the levees again. 
Cedar Creek broke through a 
concrete and earthen dam at Ida­ 
ho Springs, Colo., 
Monday and 
came raging down its canyon with 
more than a billion gallons of wa­ 
ter. 
It swept away nine bridges in 
a 14-mile stretch and rolled over 
two trans continental highways, U. 
S. 6 and 40. The Denver suburbs 
of Golden and Arvada were threat­ 
ened. 
Neai panic broke out in 
the towns. 
State, county and federal author­ 
ities acted quickly, however, and 
their early warnings were credited 
with averting any loss of life. 
A 
truck driver was hurt when his 
vehicle careened into the water, 
but he was the only casualty. 
On the dark side, officials esti­ 
mated that damage to bridges, 
highways and private business in 
the area would come close to $500,- 
000. 
Iii the northwest, spongy dikes 
were holding despite their gruell­ 
ing battle with the Columbia. The 
flood fighters’ big problem was the 
kind of seepage which put several 
city blocks and a ball park under 
water at Umatilla, Ore. 
Violent weather crackled in oth­ 
er parts of the nation. The Okla­ 
homa Highway Patrol received a 
report that a tornado was on the 
ground and driving northeastward 
near Faxon. Ae severe electrical 
storm hit Clinton, Okla., and the
